REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
combination and arrangement of limitations in independent claims 76-78 is not 
disclosed, taught or suggested in the prior art. Specifically, the arrangement of reception 
engine, automated triage processes, and functions based off of event classes as argued 
by Applicant on page 1 1 of the amendment filed 7/29/2008. This limitation is found in 
the claims as "wherein each automated triage process is based on an event class and 
comprises a specific validation routine for determining valid and invalid events and a 
specific remediation routine for attempting to correct the problem without manual 
intervention." The closest prior art found be the Examiner, Greenwald does not use the 
exact same validation and remediation routines each time a specific event occurs, 
Greenwald varies its actions based upon past history, and the current state of the 
network, as well as based upon what concurrent events are occurring. For these 
reasons, in conjunction with the other limitations of the independent claims puts this 
case in condition for allowance.
